There are nearly three "hundred 
thousand registered unemployed - in 
one county alone in California, nor; 
mally regarded as the most prosper- 
ous state in the Union. A degree of 
distress not known in this country 
prevails there. The lack of federal 
leadership has depressed the spirits 
of the people to a low ebb. The bar- 
ter system is being adopted’ on a wide 
scale. 

Thise are some of the revelations 
contained in an article by Mr. Skel- 
horne, which appeared in the Calgary 
Herald recently. He has spent the 
past two months in ihe Pacific state 
and made a careful study of actual 
conditions, and of steps taken to 
meet the depression.

There has been libtle chenge during 
the week in the general wheat situa- 
tion.. . Unpropituous weather has 
made itself evident’ in Nebraska and 
Kanzzs, dust storms occurring on 
succeedisg days and unquestionably 
the U-+S/ wheat crop is in a bad way, 
but that situation is known and pos- 
sibly discounted. The quesition is 
now just how extensive the dantage 
will actually turn out to be. 

There has been a fairly active de- 
mand for Canadian wheat. World 
shipments last week were over 17,- 
500,000 bushels with Canada supply- 
ing 2pproximattely five million. Rus- 
sia shipped no wheat whatsoever last

SALARIES CUTS 
GAIN APPROVAL

OTTAWA—The government won 
the first skirmish today in its plan 
to lop $8,000,000 of the National 
payrolll, Without division, the house 
approved a resolution preliminary to 
introduction of a bill to cut ten per 
cent, from civil service salaries and 
the indemnities of members of par- 
liament and senators. ° 
The salary slash will exist just as 
long as general economic conditions 
make it necessary, Hon, E. N. Rhodes, 
minister of finance announced. It 
was hoped last year the cut would 
be for tivis year only, but the drain 
continued on the National treasury, 
necessitating extension of the salary 
deductions. The cut will effect 60,- 
000 people, 12,000 being residents of 
Ottawa. It will save the treasury 
$8,000,000, residents of Ottawa alone 
losing $2,000,000.

Edmonton—Alleging that affairs 
of the province were drifting; that 
the ship of state was headed for 
deeper-and. more treacherous waters, 
W. E. Payne, K.C., Conservative, 
Red Deer, volunteered, during the 
course of his address in the debate 
on the speech from the throne im the 
legislature on Wednesilay, to sacri- 
fice any political ambitions in order 
to serve first and foremost the prov- 
ince in this time of stress. 

‘We believe that the province 
would profit more by a widening of 
the interests of those who are look- 
ing after the running of affairs, al- 
though we. appreciate that any party 
going in for national government will 
most likely terminate in political ex- 
tinction and if not the party, at least 
those who support it,’’ he said. 

‘* Still, our first duty is to the pro- 
vince, rather than to the panty and 
notwithstanding the results it may 
have to the individual and even to 
the party, the Conservative members 
and I believe every other member of 
this side ef the house, if they thought 
it was needed, would sacrifice gladly. 
any political ambitions they may 
have, because all of us wish first to 
be of service to the province.’’ 

Turning this attention to the edu- 


cation department, Mr. Payne claim- 


ed that it might be a surprise for 
some people to learn that a hired 
man, if he livés in a district for one 
year, is entitled not only to vote, 
but also to become an elected school 
trustee, 

‘*The department is noted for the 
deadness and to make it very pro- 
nounced there has been included in 
the annual list of auditors many who 
have been dead for years and others 
who have moved from the province 
long since.’’

Qoni\inuing, he said that ‘‘I find 
that in the faculty ‘the total number 
of undergraduate registrations is 
only 62 and that the total cost as 
provided in the estimates and the 
amounts which the U. of A. must pay 
out in connection with this depart- 
ment is $114,525 and this sum does 
not include any provisions for inter- 
est on the debt, nor anything for the 
power and heating plant used in 
connection with the faculty. And as- 
suming that all the money voted in 
the estimates is expended, this would 
mean-that for the 62 students in this 
department, each student is “costing 
the government or the people of this 
country, no less than $1,847.18 each, 
which is a terrible load for any peo- 
ple to pay for the sons of the few 
who take up this advanced agricult- 
ural education.’’ 

He then charged extravagance, in 
the sending by the government, of not 
one official to Red Deer to see if a 
calf club was properly organized, but 
two, 

He then charged that at the La- 
combe sheep sale, one farmer had 
counted no fewer than six officials 
from the department walking around 
the grounds watching proceedings of 
the sale. 

Next dealing with political out- 
looks, he said that ‘‘everybody must 
realize that an alliance between a 
farmer and Labor is an unnatural 
alliance.

Death Takes 
John R. Craig 
Of Bentley 


One more link in the history of 
Chapel district wa. severed by the 
doxth of John R. Craig, which occur- 
- at his home on Feb, 23rd, after 

a lingering illness. 

‘The late Mr. Craig was born at 
Rough Créek, Pennsylvania on Oct. 
26th, 1868, Later his family moved 
to Iowa whare he was married to 
Miss May McGloughlin in 1889. The 
call of the West was answered by Mr. 
and Mrs. Craig in 1900 when they 
settled on the homestead just one 
mile north of Chapel school. The 
need for education for their little 
family brought about a removal to 
Lacombe in 1908, but’ 1908 saw the 
family back on the homestead which 
has since been their home, excepting 
for four years spent in Vermont. 

Mr. Craig was always actively 
identified with the education and so- 
cial life in this community and it will 
be difficult to fill the place he held 
in the district. He was one of the 
five ratepayers present when the dis- 
riet was formed and served on the 
first board. Even in the early days 
of education he was ambitious for the 
best flor the young folks and left 
nothing undone which would raise the 
atandard of efficiency in the school 
life. He was chairman of the board 
when the new school was built in 
1924 and in all he spent thirteen 
years as trustee, eight of which he 
acted as chairman. His interest and 
support went further than the school, 
for the old Literary society, the 
Women's Institute and the U.F.A., 
‘ave had a staunch ally in Mr. Craig. 

The long illness of Mrs. Craig, 
who predeceased him in August 1931, 
was too much of a strain for her life 
partner, for it soon” become evident 
that Mr. Graig was far from well. 
In an effort to recuperate he took a 
trip through the Western States in 
June of last year, and later a trip to 
Vancouver. At Vancouver, Mr. Craig’s 


condition. gradually weakened and in 


September he~: home, an in- 
valid. Since then he has had the un- 
tiring care of Nurse Curtis, but de 
spite every care, he passed away on 
Thursday morning. 

He leaves to mourn his loss: four 
daughters: Mrs. L. Smith, of Ver- 
mont, Mrs. L. A. Gunnell, Miss 
Muriel and Miss Ruth, of Bentley; 
four sons, Charlcs and Ralph of New 
Jersey and Loren and Arthur, of 
Bentley and ten Grandchildren; 
Charles Jr.; May, Ralph Jr. and Mur- 
iel Jr of New Jersey; Maurice, 
Craig, Aral Smith of Vermont; Ron- 
ald Gunnell, Margaret and Harry 
Craig of Bentley. 

The funeral services were held at 
the fyome on Saturday afternoon when 
a large number of neighbors and 
friends paid their last respects. The 
Rev. Mr. McClennan of Bentley offi- 
ciated and left’ a wonderful message 
of comfort with the bereaved ones. 
The hymns, Rock of Ages; Jesus 
Savior Rest Me and Softly and Ten- 
derly Jesus is Calling, were sung by 
the congregation. Interment was 
made in Bentley cemetery.

David Gilmour 
Passes Away 
in 90th Year 


David dams, a highly respected 
citizen of Lacombe, passed away at 
his home here on Thursday last, Feb. 
ruary 28rd, at the ripe old age of 89 
years. Up until a short time before

ONTARIO TO REDUCE ~- 
NUMBER OF SEATS 

Premier Henry of Ontario ‘has an- 
nounced the intention of his govern- 
ment to reduce the number of legis- 
lative seats in that province by twen- 
ty4tw6, and there is every prospect 
that the reduction will be put through 
this session. 

According to the last decennial 
census, Ontario’s present provincial 
representation of 112 members for 
3,431,683 people gives one member 
for each 30,640 persons. According 
to the last census, the population of 
Alberta is 731,605. As this province 
elects sixty-three members to the 
legislature, each member represents 
on an average 11,612 persons. 

If Alberta were represented on the 
present Ontario basis there would be 
Iess than twenty-five members in 
our legislature. If it were repres- 
ented on the basis claimed by Prem- 
ier Henry as sufficient for the larg- 
est province in the Dominion, the 
number would be still less. 

But the U.I’.A. convention in Janu- 


ery solemnly declared against any 
reduction in the present  extrava- 
gant scale of representation, The 


U.F.A. delegates opposed any reduc- 
tion because it might imperil their 
political ascendancy. They had no 
consideration’ for such important 
matters as economy or administrative 
efficiency. The class selfishness of 
most of their other policies may be 
judged by their attitude on repres- 
entation. 


ALFALFA AND 
CANADA THISTLE 

The following is a new way to rid 
fields of Canada thistle. This is to 
seed it to alfalfa and leave it in al- 
falfa at least four years, A few 
years ago a field was seeded to al- 
falfa that had on jt some scattered 
Canada thistle. They hhad been there 
for some years. They were stirred 
up well each year and not allowed to 
seed, but they were gradually spread- 
ing. 

The first year they showed up 
prominently in the alfalfa, especial- 
ly in the first cutting. The second 
year they were not nearly so thick. 
The third year a few scattered plants 
were found and since then none have 
been found although they have been 
diligently hunted for. 

Just how it is done is not under- 
stood, but the theory is thet the al- 
falfa, starting first in the spring and 
growing quickly, forces the thistle 
plants to run up tall and slim to get 
sunlight. This makes it possible to 
take off every leaf with the mower, 
and when repeated often enough 
simply starves the thistle to death, 
At first it was thougtht that the ex- 
perience was just a happy accident 
but other folks who had just the 
same experience were found. Most of 
the failures of which one has heard 
resulted from plowing up the alfalfa 
too soon. — amily Herald 
x

| for the year 1982 was 428,- 
524,000 bushels according to the fina) 
official estimate mdde by the Cana- 
dian Government Bureau of Statis- 
ties. This yield was from 27,182,100 
acres, or an average production of 
15.8 bushels per acre. The 1932 crop 
was 107,189,000 bushels greater than 
that of 1931, which totalled 321,325,- 
000 bushels from 26,200,928 acres, or 
12.8 wushels per acre. Of the whole of 
last year’s wheat crop the three Prai- 
rie. Provinces—Manitoba, Saskatch- 
éwan and Alberta—accounted for 
408,400,000 bushels from ‘26,395,000 
acres. 

The 1932 total yield of oats for the 
Dominion was 391,561,000 bushels 
from 13,148,400 acres, an average 
yield of 29.8 bushels per acre. Barley 
returned an aggregate crop of 80,- 
773,000 bushels from 3,757,600 acres, 
equal to 21.5 bushels per acre. Both 
the oats and barley crops were larger 
in 1982 than in 1931, and, as in the 
ease of wheat, the Prairie Provinces 
were the principal producers of oats 
and barley. 

The aggregate value of all Cana- 
dian field crops in 1932/is estimated 
at $416,586,900, as compared with 
$432,235,400 in 1931. The total area 
under field crops is estimated at 59,- 
633,500 acres, as compared with 58,-

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The Kicking Horse Trail 
Ono Of the Most Fascinating Scenic 
Roads In Canada . 

An euphonius title for a book or a 
motor road is sure.to draw the at- 
tention of a reader to one and a mo- 
torist to investigate the other. Too 
often the title:is the most interest- 
ing part of a book but the whimsical 
nam.ng of the Kicking Horse trail 
antedates by many years the present 
day custom of attracting readers and 
tourists w.th an eccentric play of 
words. In common with other scenic 
roads in British Columbia this trail 
can stand on its own merits. The 
fi.ty-four mile drive between. Golden, 
Br.tish Columbia and Lake Louise, 
Alberta crosses the Kicking Horse 
Pass at an-altitude of 5,329 feet,. the 
road attaining an elevation of 2,800 
feet above Golden. About 1,800 feet 
of this rise is between Field and Lake 
Louse in a distance of sixteen miles, 
but this is by easy gradients, nowhere 
more than eight per cent. and that 
for a short way,only. The drive is a 
success.on of beautiful vistas of na- 
tural scenery, and the motorist jour- 
neys in constant sight of glaciers, 
snow-fields, ice-crowned peaks and 
tumbling cataracts. ‘ 

After leaving Golden the road en- 
ters the great gorge of the Kicking 
Horse River and for forty-eight miles 
road, river and railway are never far 
apart. At times the three draw close, 
Nature having found a way for its 
own but engineering ability of the 
highest ‘has been required to pick a 
route for the other two. 

Seventen miles from Golden the 
roadway enters Yoho Park, passes 
near the Natural bridge where the 
Kicking Horse with a great lashing” 
of water forces its volume through a 
contracted orifice to reappear at a 
lower level. On every hand are vistas 
of enchantment aud gratideur, trails 
to points of interest, and on the 
northern side of the highway are side 
roads which lead to Emerald Lake 
and through the fourteen mile long, 
one mile deep valley of the Yoho. The 
road w.nds up over the Continental 
Divide where a stream from Mount 
Niblock flows to within a few yards 
of the highway, separates to send 
part of its waters to Hudson Bay and 
the Atlantic Ocean and part tumbling 
down the western slope to the Pacific. 
The distance from Golden to Lake 
Louise fifty-four miles with the 
extensions to Emerald Lake and 
up the Yoho Valley, eighteen more,— 
seventy-two miles in all, and every 
mile a mile o memories.

His appointment 
to this position, one of the highest 
scientific posts in the world, has been 
sanctioned by the King. Dr. Jones, 
who is a bachelor of science, and 42 
years old, succeeds S:r Frank Dyson, 
who has been astronomer royal since 
1910. 

Thirty years ago Dr. Spencer Jones 
was learning simple arithmetic at 
Portobello Rd, School, London, Then 
he went to Latymer Upper School, 
Hammersmith, and after a brilliant 
career there proceeded to Jesus Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he was 
awarded in 1912 the Isaac Newton 
studentship for research in astronomy 
and physical optics, 

In his early 20's he entered Green- 
wich Observatory, where in 1913 he 
became chief assistant in succession 
to Sir Arthur Eddington. He has 
had charge of the observatory at the 
cape s.nce 1923. 

“During his ten years at Green- 
wich,” an old colleague and friend, 
Dr. Andrew Crommelin, who retired 
from the observatory five years ago, 
states: “Dr. Jones. displayed extra- 
ordinary energy and enthusiasm for 
his work. He studied the movement 
of the moon—for which purpose 
Greenwich Observatory was original- 
ly founded as an aid to navigators— 
and has contributed valuable papers 
on the subject since his appointment 
to Capetown in 1923.” 

One of the chief responsibilities of 
the new astronomer royal will be to 
determine ‘Greenwich time,” which 
is the standard for the whole world, 
and is broadcast throughout the 
world twice. daily from Daventry.

The whole world is looking for a way out of the terr!bly complicated 
financial and economic mess into which it has been plunged as a direct result 
of the Great War. Whatever may be the contributory causes to the intensity 
and widespread character of the present depression, the man root caus2 of 
the depression was the war and the terms stipulated in the peace treaties. 
This is now universally recognized. No one seeks to deny it unless they have 
, S0me>particular end to serve by attributing the world’s present troubles to 
sométhing else. 
: One of the results of the Great War, and the treaties by. which it was 
ended, has been the development of an intensely narrow nationalism, wh'ch, 
in turn, has led to the adoption of- those policies which today are strangling 
the trade of the world and causing all natiohs to seek ways and means of 
making themselves self-contained economic. units. It is this which has 
caused the break-down of monetary systems and adoption of ‘uneconomic 
policies by which all nations are endeavoring to produce both primary and 
manufactured products which are not natural to their particular countries. 
_ It is one of the outcomes of the war that every nation is desirous of promot- 
ing exports while at the same time shutting out imports,—an undertaking 
which even the dullest schoolboy understands.to be impossible. 

More and more, thinking men and women are com'ng to realize that 
there are only two ways whereby the world can be brought out of the im- 
passe in wh'ch it now finds itself. One is through the instrumentality of 
another great war; the other is by the nations of the world getting together 
in conference to undo as far as may be possible the blunders made following 
the last war and to remedy the mistakes which have beeh, and still are, 
persisted in by practically all nations. 

There may'be some inhuman ‘creatures who would welcome the first way 
out, but they are few and far between. Another war would create a huge 
demand for products and commodities of all kinds, with a consequent enor- 
mouse increase in prices, because it must be admitted that war, more than 
any other agency, creates a large demand for almost everything, except pure 
luxuries. But apart from the horrors of war, the final result would be,— 
as it always has been throughout history,—the development of another de- 
pression surpassing in its intensity and duration even the one through which 
we are now pass ng. War would be no cure for our financial and economic 
ills; it would merely temporarily raise the depression, only to plunge us back 
into it in more intensified form. 

God forbid there should be another war, but there will be unless the 
nations of the world come to their senses, get together in conference, aban- 
don their narrow nationalisms, and work together in unison for the common 
good of all, instead of at cross purposes, each seeking to advance itself at 

_the expense of the others. 

Yet there are péople today so utterly blind or sélfish that they go about 
decrying every effort that is.put forth to bring the nations into conference 
and, let us hope, ultimate agreement and co-operation. These people take the 
position that conferences are uselss; they scoff at them; they predict fa‘lure 
for each and every one of them in advance of their meeting. But if the world’s 
salvation is not.to be found through the medium of conferences, then its final 
destruction will be brought about by war, because inevitably, financial and 

. econom‘c warfare,—in which the nations are now engaged,—will, unless 
Stopped, end in physical war. i 

These people point to the many conferences already: held, and they ask: 
“What good has come out of them?” Shey say the Lausanne Conference 
was @ failure, yet at that conference the nations of Europe agreed to cut 
German reparations down from many billions of dollars to a few hundreds of 
millions. True, that decision is dependent upon further action yet to be taken, 
but it was a long step forward toward a solution of the war reparations and 
war debts problem. The same people say the Ottawa Economic Conference 


was a failure, Well, that depends upon a nerson’s viewpoint. Some very able 
statesmen and publicists in many countries regard it as a successful begin- 


ning t@ other pol:cies to follow, while others, it is true, consider that mis- 
takes were made in that it did not accomplish much more in the direction 
of freeing trade from the artificial restrictions now imposed upon it. 

Another world conference is to be held this year, called specifically to 
deal with world financial and economic problems. All the principal nations 
of the world will be represented. But already these prophets of despair are 
going about telling people that it will prove a failure. If it is, it will be time 
enough to say -so after the event, but no good, only harm is done by con- 
demning it in advance. People who adopt such an attitude are not patriots 
nor friends of their fellow men, but trouble-makifig busybodies having some 
ulterior and selfish purpose to serve, 

No conference will accomplish all that everybody expects of it or desires 
it should accomplish. Any conference, if it is to achieve anything, must pro- 
ceed along the path of compromise. There must be give and take all round. 
A spirit of co-operation rather than antagonism must be in evidence. Even 
the smallest thing accomplished is so much gain, and every such ga‘n opens 
the only way for further gains, just as every loss leads to other and greater 
losses. ‘ 

Those who decry and condemn world conferences in advance are, in fact, 
rejecting the world’s only alternative to war as a means of settling differ- 
ences between nations. There are more conferences now than ever before in 
the world’s history. Why ? Because the real and far-seeing leaders of world 
thought are striving as never before to prevent war. In past ages war result- 
ed because the nations did not try to get together and settle their differ- 
ences and compose their rival interests. And if they do not do so now, war 
will be the only alternative, the inevitable result. 

Those who go about decrying, criticising, and condemning such confer- 
ences in advance are nothing more nor Jess than war-mongers, advocates of 
international bloodshed and revolution. apostles of the doctrine of physical

force, rather than orderly methods of compromise and evolution, slow though | 


it may sometimes be, whereby refoim is achieved and mankind moves 
forward to better things.

Plan ts Developing 


Sea-Air Service Would Make Base At 
Galway, Ireland, Necessary 

A combined sea and air passenger 
service, that would reduce the trav- 
elling time between New York and 
London to three and a half days, has 
attracted the interest of influential 
New York bankers. 

The project calls for establishment 
of a large base at Galway, on the 
west coast of Ireland, for aeroplanes 
operating in conjunction with fast 
“trans-Atlantic linera and for a m.d- 
ern, well-equipped harbor to accom- 
modate. the liners themselves. 

C. H, Clendening, president of the 
Irish Trans-Atlantic Corporation, 
Ltd., which is develop’ng: the scheme, 
is to’ confer with New York bankers, 
who have indicated their willingness 
to back the project. Dutch and Cana- 
dian interests, it is learned, also are 
watch'ng the development closely. 

Galway is ideally situated for the 
plan. A full day or more could be 
saved in the New York-London route 
now if the fast boats put in there 
and the passengers made the rest of 
the trip.by air. 

The scheme already is so far ad- 
vanced that it has drawn the inter- 
est of the Canadian, British, and 
Dutch governments, which see in it 
immense commercial and other possi- 
bilities. 


Ceylon Wants Throne Back 


Has Been At Windsor Castle For 
Over Hundred Years 


A request that the ancient throne 
of the Kandyan kings, which has been 
at Windsor Castle for more than 100 
years, should be returned to Ceylon, 
its traditional home, is being made by 
the Ceylon state council to the sec- 
retary of state for the colonies. 

The throne was used by British 
sovereigns at the investiture of 
knights of the Garter until 1924, 
when it was removed by the King’s 
command, from the throne room ‘to 
the grand vestibule because it was 
considered out of kecping with the 
decorative scheme. 

The throne, which is an imposing 
structure of silver gilt, supporting 
dragons of cut crystal with amethyst 
eyes, is ornamented with floral dec- 
orations. The plating is set with 
gems.

Leads World Market But Takes Third | 


Place In Production 

Sweden’ takes third piace as a pro- 
ducer of wood pip, but is the lead- 
ing exporter of that commodity in 
the world market, acco ding to a re- 
port published by the Swedish Board 
of Trade. The total annual quantity 
of wood pulp produced in the world is 
hysrmally about 16,000,000 tons, dry 
weight. Among the producers of wocd 
|} piup America heads the list with 
about one-quarter of the wor.d p.o- 
duction, but consumes considerably 
more: or about 36 per cent. of the to- 
tal production, and covers 40 per 
cent. of its excess consumption from 
Sweden. In the sécond place as a 
producer comes Canada, with 20 to 21 
per cent. of the world production, but 
exports about 25 per cent. of its out- 
put. Sweden comes third as a pro- 
ducer, with 14 to 15 per cent. of the 
world production, and exports about. 
70 per cent. of its output or about 
1,500;000 tons, with an average value 
for the past eight years of approxi- 
mately 250,000,000 kroner. Wood pu'p 
heads the. list of Sweden's export 
items, with 19.3 per cent. of the total 
export, next comes paper with 9.98 
per cent., then sawn and planed wood 
with 7.95 per cent., and iron ore with 
5.19:.per. cent., these figures all re- 
ferring to 1931.

t.on or sale should be “sternly sup- 
pressed.” 

Lord Lee's pronouncement was 
made while delivering the Silvanus 
Thompson lecture to the conference 
of the British Institute of Radiology 
at Central Hall, Westminster, 

Wh.le there was doubt about thé 
curative value of radium, he de- 
clared, there was none about its pal- 
litative effect and its power to re- 
lieve pain. On that ground it could 
claim to be of benefit to mankind. 
Its greatest foes were ignorance and 
Overconfidence. ~ : 


It was the conviction of the na- 
tional radium commission that “ra- 
dium is far too dangerous a sub- 
stance to be let loose upon man- 
kind, It is the most lethal and 
dangerous of poisons. It should be 
prohibited from importat.on or. sale, 
except under special license.” : 

Under existing conditions the ex- 
treme costliness of radium was, per- 
haps the public’s best safeguard. At 
£15,000 a gramme there was not 
much risk of its becoming a ‘best 
seller.” . 

As an example of the perils of 
carelessness in the use of rad.um, 
Lord Lee described the case of the 
New Jersey girls who while painting 
luminous watch dials with’a prepara- 
tion conta._ning minute quantities of 
radium or mesothorium, pointed the 
brushes at intervals with their 
tongues. 2 . (ie 

In many cases ‘the consequences 
did not become apparent until more 
than four years after the girls had 
left their employment. 

“How many girls perished as a 
result of this careless use of radium 
is not accurately known,” added 
Lord Lee, “but 18 have certainly 
died and some 30 more are regarded 
as doomed.” 

Referring to patent remedies, cos- 
metic preparations and the lke, con- 
taining or professing to ccntain ra- 
d.um or radio-active substances, Lord 
Lee stated that in some cases these 
were harmless. They were merely 
fraudulent because they conta'ned no 
radium at all, or only a negligible 
trace. 

On the other hand some commer- 
cial preparations containing radium 
were so potentially deadly that their 
preparation or sale should be stern- 
ly suppressed by law and eyen made 
@ cr:minal offence. 

“I refer particularly,” Lord Lee 
went on, “to the so-called ‘radium 
waters.’ This deadly beverage really 
contains an appreciable amount of 
radium, and its first ¢éffect is un- 
doubtedly agreeable and stimulating. 

“Bo much so that one of its prom- 
inent victims, a- Pittsburg iron-mas- 
ter and an amateur golf champion, 
not only drank large quantities him- 
self, because it seemed to ‘improve 
his game,’ but being wealthy and gen- 
erous he sent cases of it as gifts to 
his sporting friends. What became of 
them I do not know, but he himelf 
died recently from neurosis of the 
jaw, acute anaemia and abscess of 
the brain. s 

“The autopsy revealed the largest 
amount of radium ever found in a 
human body—some thirty micro- 
grams, enough to kill three men or 
women. 

“This was perhaps an extreme 
case, but a credulous public in this 


country is being flooded with adver- | 


tisements of quack ‘radium remedies.’ 

“None of these, I am informed, can 
have the slightest therapeutic value, 
and to such extent, if any, as they 
contain radium they must be karmful 
and potentially dangerous. 

“In. my view the preparation or 
sale of radio-active preparations de- 
signed for either internal or exter- 
mal use should be absolutely prohibit- 
ed.”

Quality Of Seawater 


Contains Some Mysterious Element 
Which No Chemist Has Been 
Able To Analyze 

One of the principal attractions at 
the Zoo nowadays is the Aquar.um; 
and Mr. Boulenger, the Zoo expert, 
has just been revealing some of its 
secrets. 

The sea-water used in the Aquar- 
ium comes from the Bay of Biscay. 
Homecoming ships take it in as bal- 
last, and discharge it at Tilbury into 
carriers that bring it up the Thames 
to near Westminster. These in turn 


| transfer it into motor water-tanks in 


which it is brought up thé Regent’s 
canal to the Zoo. 

Two hundred thousand gallons of 
sea-water are stored in an under- 
ground reservoir in Regent’s Park. 
As it isn it is pumped to an- 
other reservoir high up on the Map- 
pin terrace, on which the goats and 
bears disport themselves, and thence 
flows down to the Aquarium under- 
neath. 

The sea-water Could be made arti- 
fic ally but it would cost more than 
the cost of transport from the Bay 
of Biscay. The artificial sea-water 
also has the disadvantage that fish 
‘placed in it always go blind and 
eventually die. The addition of only 
two per cent. of real sea-water to ar- 
tificial sea-water corrects this trou- 
ble. It proves, accord.ng to Mr, Bou- 
lenger, that in sea-water there is some 
mysterious element indispensable to 
health which no chemist has up to 
the present been able to analyse. It 
ought to be a convincing argument 
for the seaside towns to use in their 
progaganda. 


Want Apples Boxed 


Increased Demand From Britain For 
This Method Of Packing 

While most of the Canad.an apples 
exported to the British Isles go for- 
ward in barrels, it is evident there is 
an increasing demand to buy them by 
the box. Since the export of the 1932 
crop began last autumn a total of 
1,645,830 boxes of Canadian apples 
had been sold in the British market 
up to the end of the first week of 
January, 1933, an increase of 1,080,- 
287 boxes, compared with the corres- 
ponding period in the previous season. 
Most of the apples exported from 
Canada are sold in the British Isles, 
but some are sold in several other 
countries, includ-ng the Far Hast. 

The Dominion’s commercial apple 
crop in 1932 is estimated at 3,157,000 
barrels. The principal growing areas 
are in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Quebec, Ontario, and British Colum- 
bia.

Brighton Cost £2,750,000 

The new electrified service from 
London to Brighton, Hove, Shore- 
ham, and Worthing—six trains an 
hour each way and refreshments all 
the time was opened on a recent 
morning by the Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, Sir Percy Greenaway. . 

He and hig party, accompanied by 
newspapermen, left Victoria station 
at 11:12 and reached Worthing in an 
hour and 12 minutes, where they 
Were greeted by T. E. Hawkins. 

At Brighton a’ few minutes later 
Mayor Frank G. Beal and council 
entertained the. party to luncheon. 
This took place in the banqueting 
hall of that strange exotic structure 
in Brighton which was a royal palace 
more than a century ago. 

One hundred years ago the first 
steam coach arrived in Brighton by 
road from London, Those passengers, 
too, had luncheon. They needed it. 
The journey had taken them seven 
hours. 

Then there was the once famous 
Red Rover coach that broke all speed 
records with horses on the Brighton 
Road with a time of 4 hours 24 min- 
utes. 

Someone else had an idea of taking 
passengers to Brighton on a mono- 
rail propelled by sails, but gave it up. 

On September 20, 1841, the first 
steam train arrived in Brighton on 
ra.ls. 

The electric service now inaugurat- 
ed has cost about £2,750,000. On week 
days it will provide 104 trains and 
85,120 seats daily between Brighton 
and London. An increase of at least 
4,000 passengers a week over exist- 
ing traffic is expected. 


Ships Without Funnels 


British Marine Engineers Newest 
Move Makes Construction 
Cheaper 

Steamships without funnels is the 
newest move by British marine en- 
gineers in their world fight for ship- 
ping supremacy. 

This is made possible by apparatus 
invented by a Glasgow firm, Messrs. 
James Howden and Company, and 
the effect is cheaper construction, 
cheaper running and more passenger 
or cango. space. 

The best existing marine steam in- 
stallat.on has a max:mum boiler effi- 
ciency of 88 per cent:, much of the 
heat going up the funnels. 

All heat and gases are used in the 
new device, adding nearly 10 per cent. 
to efficiency. 

No funnels are necessary, for the 
slight waste gases pass through pipcs 
at the side.of the ship, just above the 
water-line. 

More room for passengers or cargo 
is provided by the absence of boiler 
uptake.
